He had never 


heard but one man give a reason for not be- 
ing a Christian. That man was a prominent 
banker. One day Mr. Mills asked htm why 
he wasn't ;i Chi istiiin. 
He said, with some 


embarrassment, thut he wasn't man enough. 
That, the speaker said, was the only reason 
he had OUT heard. 


Being manly is all there is to being a 


Chiistiau. Being manly is being like Christ. 
Yet there are many who think it is more 
manly to picl'er death to life, to prefer curs- 
ing to blessing. Some think it manly to go 
through life promising to become a Cluis- 
tian. Through all the Bible there is only 
one man who was saved just when became 
to die. 
He doubted if tliere was another 


man Hung who could have such an experi- 
ence. 
What man can tliere be wl'o through 


al! his life could lead a Godless life, a self- 
ish life, a life full of meanness, and then 
try to creep into heaven just when ho dies? 
That man would not feel comfortable when 
lie got there. He would feel out of place. 


God's work in this world needs you. That 


is another reason why you should lead a 
Christian life. 
You can find openings on 


every hand for doing it. The speaker was 
not concerned about what he would say on 
his account when he stood before the judg- 
ment seat. But he was going to be con- 
cerned when he stood tliere and mtt the 
men before him—the men he had met in 
this city. When he was asked about what 
he had done with his influence over those 
whom ho had come in contact with, lie ex- 
pected to answer for his opportunities, to 
tell them of the way ot life, and he did not 
mteud that any one should be lost because 
he was not manly enough to become a 
Christian. 


"Oil! men, tliere is no man that lives unto 


himself. 
You have children, you have 


neighbors, you have friends, who are influ- 
enced and guided by your actions. Think 
of your responsibilities, and you must an- 
swer for them." 


Another reason for being a Christian is 


that there i« a blessing in serving God. 
Men while doing that have helped others to 
turn from the lowest lives; they have put 
happiness in homes tilled with wretchedness. 


There is much in this world to pay for 


leading a Christian life, but in the world to 
come, there is life everlasting, and that is a 
fourth reason why you should be a Chris- 
tian. 
"Men ! I tell you, it is a great thing 


to have a hope in the future to sustain you 
through life and death. General Grant, 
when he came to die, said, Oh ! that I had 
another life to live that 1 might live a 
Christian." 
Your own General 
Logan, 


when he came to his death bed, asked for 
admiasion to the Christian church, though 
he ha i not liv.d a Christian life.'1 John 
Roach, the great ship builder, Krupp, the 
German gun maker, JjhnStua-t Mill, the 
greatest infidel that ever lived, and Lord 
Byron were all mentioned as having died 
regretting their refusal of their chances of 
becoming Christians. The speaker wanted 
a better hope of everlasting life than intel- 
lect alone can give. You remember that 
the eloquent Robert Ingersoll and 
his 


brother made an agreement that the funeral 
discourse of either one should be said by 
the survivor. The brother died first and 
the gifted orator said something about sing- 
ing birds, rustling trees, waving grasses, 
and the dark peaks of two eternities that 
only echoed back the wails of our anguish 
and our cries for we know not what. When 
the death angel comes to call his friends he 
wants something better than that to sustain 
lim, and when his own call comes, he 
wants to ha^e for his friend that One who 
went to the two sisters in Bethany. 


The last reason is this. 
You must make 


some decision now. 
For a man to say 1 


will not decide now, means to say you never 
will. For God's word says, "He that is not 
with me is against me." 
The speaker did 


not mean literally not to decide tnen meant 
never, but every step from that place meant 
liat much farther from God. "Choose life' 


told graphically a story of a man and wife 
who were on a rock near a sea shore. A 
r»pe was thrown them and fastening it to 
his wife the man told her to plunge in tho 
'ront of a big billow then coming, and be- 
ware the undertow. She hesitated, waited 
till the top of the billow washed her off, and 
lien was carried back against the rocks by 
;he undertow. The man took thenext line, 
took another monstrous billiow at the right 
instant, and was carried within reach of 
saving hands. 


'There are tides in the affairs of men 


which if taken at their flood, lead on to 
glory. Oh men, I call on you to choose 
life. While all who have chosen life stand 
and pray for you now, I hope all who have 
not yet chosen God will make their decision 
on the right side." 


While nearly all in the house rose to 


their feet, Mr. Mills made an earnest prayer 
for those who lud not made up their minds. 
Then he said the services would be con- 
tinued a few minutes. All who felt like 
remaining 
were 
invited to do so. Hi 


wanted to say to all that there would net 
be any traps set for those who did nut wish 
to become Christians. 
All who did that 


would do it because they believed it to be 
the right thing, the manly thing to do. 
Those who wished to go ware given au op- 
portunity to do so. Some went out, but 
after that there were only a few vacant 
seats in the whole house. 


After a hymn had been sung Mr. Mill' 


said he hoped all present would be as stil 
as possible, because there was now abou 
this meeting an atmosphere of eternity 
Because then decisions were to be made 01 
which the effects were to last all time. Hi 
was sure that at this meetine, and at al 
these meetings, nothing had been said that 
appealed to the emotions alone. 
All tha 


had been said appealed to the reason, anc 
not the feelings. All were asked to become 
Christians because it was manly and right 


Ail who felt that henceforward they 


would lead Christian lives were asked ti 
rise just a moment. While he waited two 
or three minutes perhaps 50 rose. Tliei 
softly Mr. Greenwood began singing "Com 
to Jesus." Wbile tiie words filled the 
house nearly as many inoro rose to their 
feet. 
After asking all who had so risen to 


remain a few minutes after the close, Mr 
Mills pronounced the benediction.
